There was no speclally sensational
fonture In the trlal of Leonardo IRosa,
for the murder of Vito Luaulsso, which
was contlnued yesterday before Judge
Edwards, The evidencs alduced was
of o elrcumstantial character,

A Tribune reporter was Informed hy
Itallans who are taking a strong In-
terest In the case that the Ttallann de-
tective, who obtalned a confession from
Rosn In hig ol in the county Juil, had
left the city, and that the common-
wealth would be unable to reach him.
IMatrict  Attorney  Jones, when ap-
progched regurding the malter, denled
that the detective had left the city,
and guld he would probably he called to
the stand today. Among the witnesses
examined yesterdany was Mrs, Amella
Nalll, wife of Augustino Nolll, who s
spending fifteen years in the Hastern
penitentliary for the murder of Juseph
Prignano ot Dunmore Lwo years ago.

The testimony of Fabiano, the frat
witness gworn, wid continued yester-
day morning, Coroner John A Kelley

wis put upon the stand and gave evi-
denee In relation to the wounds on the
body. Jumes Coollean, John Taylor
and Francis O Hara testifled in regard
to tinding the body in the morning
O'Hura heard shots early in the morn-

Nicotera sent out for beer once
and was willlng to send after more,
but they told him not Lo mind, as they
were pretty well provided with Intoxl-
camts alrendy, having spent the even-

carnival costumes and their faces ware
concedled except Rosa. The winess
recognized them by thelr volees

He aroused Laulgzo and told him to
get up, that he was missing the fun.
Lauizso got up and Joined them and

took his gultar and played o tune,
The men who had come In ngked the
murdered man to go out with them,
